coping with yellow fever, and prepa- 
ration for the next aggressive cam- 
paign. 


No reports from General Shafter or 


Admiral Sampson were received dur- 
ing the early part of the day. A dis- 
patch was received 
late 
last night 


stating that the entire number of fever 
cases up to that time did not exceed 
300. This lowered the estimate by one- 
half from that given 
in press dis- 


patches, and was a source of satisfac- 
tion to the authorities. 
Col. Alden, 


acting surgeon-general, says the situa- 
tion is much less serious than would 
appear at first glance, for while the 
aggregated of 300 seems large, it is 
relatively small when it i s 
remem- 


bered th^t-^fhere are 25,000 troops at 
the front. 


Many anxious inquiries from rela- 


tives and friends of the soldiers are 
coming to the war department, owing 
to the fever reports. This has led to 
the consideration of the practicability 
of getting out a full list of fever pa- 
tients, mainly as a means of relieving 
the anxiety of those whose friends ar~ 
not affected. It is thought such a list 
will be available in a day or so.

STORY OF SURRENDER. 


Impressive Ceremonies at tlie Lowe r 


Ing of Spanish Colors* 


Santiago, Cuba., July 18.—The Amer- 


ican flag is floating In triumph over the 
governor's palace In this city, and 
General McKibbon wields authority as 
military governor. The warlike aspect 
exists, but In a modified 
form from 


that worn from the beginning of ths 
eiege down to the consummation of the 
agreement of the Spanish commander 
to abandon his defensive efforts and to 
knowledge American supremacy in 
the dominion over which he held sway. 
After breakfast Sunday morning the 
formularies attending a 
capitulation 


were made use of, Shafter and staff, 
with an escort of cavalry, accompany- 
ing General Toral in a ride through the 
city In token of a change of possessors, 


The ceremony of hoisting the stars 


and stripes was worth all the blood and 
treasure it cost. 
A concourse of 10,000 


people witnessed the stirring and thrill- 
ing scene that will live forever hi the 
minds of ail the Americans present. 
A finer stage sotting for a dramatic 
episode it would be difficult to imagine. 
The palace, a picturesque dwelling In 
the Moorish style of architecture, faces 
the principal public square. 
Opposite 


rises the imposing Catholic cathedral. 
Across the plaza was drawn up 
the 


Ninth infantry, headed by the Sixth 
cavalry band. 
In the street facing the 


palace stood a picked troop of the Sec- 
ond cavalry with drawn sabres, under 
command of Captain Brett. 
Massed on 


the stone flagging between the band and 
the line of horsemen were ths brig-ads 
commanders of General Shafter's divi- 
sion, with their staffs. 
On the red 


tiled roof of the palace stood Captain 
McKittrick, Lieutenant Miley and Lieu- 
tenant 
Wheeler; 
immediately above 


them upon the flag-staff were the il- 
luminated Spanish arms and the legend 
"Vive Alfonzo XIII." 
All about, press- 


ing against the veranda rails, crowding 
to windows and doors and lining- the 
roofs, were the people of the town, prin- 
cipally women adn non-combatants. 


As the chimes of the old cathedral 


rang out 12, the infantry and cavalry 
IWspntod arms. 
Every American un- 


covered, and Captain McKittrick hoist- 
ed the stsirs and stripes. 
As the bril- 


liant folds unfurled In a gentle breeze

When the 
music ceased from all directions around 
our -linfts came flying across the plaza 
the strains of the regimental bands and 
the muffled, hoarse cheers of our troops. 
The infantry came to "order arms" a 
morrmnt later after the flag was up, and 
the band played "Rally Round, the Flag, 
Brys." 


The formal sanction by the Madrid 


government of the terms of capitulation 
Saturday unravelled the tangled skein 
of demands and counter-demands be- 
tween the opposing: commanders which 
threatened to end the negotiations and 
compel a return to arms. 
After nu- 


merous conferences had resulted In the 
agreement already sanctioned by Gen- 
eral Blanco, General Tore.', decided that 
the approval of the Madrid government 
was necessary before he would leave the 
city. 


General Shafter maintained that such 


approval was not necessary; that when 
Genpral Toral agreed to surrender the 
province of Santiago and General Blanco 
sanctioned it, the agreement became an 
accomplished f».ct. ' He insisted that 
General Tora! hrtd either purrendere'l 
Thursday or acted in bad faith, but doc- 
umentary evidence bore out the fact 
that General Toral mentioned that he 
only capitulated subject to his govern- 
ment's approval, and th^ six commis- 
sioners by whom the articles were signed 
at 2:10 Saturday afternoon so ruled. 
The whole matter was cleared up Sat- 
urday morning, however, when General 
!Toral received the necessary sanction 
from Madrid. 


The agreement consisted of nine ar- 


ticles. 
The first dec-lares that all hos- 


tilities shall cease, pending the agree- 
ment of final capitulation: second, that 
the capitulation includes all the Spanish 
forces and the surrender of all war ma- 
terial within the prescribed limits; third, 
the transportation of the troops to Spain 
at the earliest possible moment, each 
force to be embarked at the nearest 
port; fourth, that the Spanish officers 
ehall retain their side-arms and the en- 
listed men their personal 
property; 


fifth, that after the final capitulation 
the Spanish forces shall assist in the 
removal of all obstructions to naviga- 
tion in Santiago harbor; sixth, that af- 
ter the final capitulation the command- 
ing officers shall furnish a complete In- 
ventory of all arms and munitions of 
war, and a rostsr of all the soldiers In 
the district; seventh, that the Spanish 
general shall be permitted to take the 
miJitary archives and records with him; 
eigkth, that all guerillas and Spanish 
Irregulars shall be permitted to remain 
In Cuba if they eo elect, giving a parole 
that they will not again take up arms 
against the United States; ninth, that 
the Spanish forces shall be permitted 
to march out with all the honors of war, 
depositing their arms, to be disposed 
cf in the future by the United States, 
the American commissioners to recom- 
mend to their government that the arms 
of the eoldlers be returned to those 
"who so bravely defended them." 
The 


articles were signed Saturday afternoon 
after a four hours' session of the com- 
missioners, who agreed that the terms 
of capitulation should await the sanc- 
tion of the Madrid government. 


The whlte-ha-ired commander of the 


Spanish forces was present throughout 
the session, and appeared to be utterly 
heart-broken. 
He spoke bitterly of the 


fate which compelled him to BUS for 
peace, but had no word to say against 
the gallant men who had conquered his 
»rmy. 
He declared that he had little 


Chance to win. 
"I would not desire to 


see my worst enemy play with the cards 
I held," he said to one of the commis- 
sioners. 
"Every on* of my generals 


was killed or vrounded. 
I have not a 


single colonel left, and am surrounded 
by a powerful antiy. 
We have counted 


67 ships off this port. 
Besides," he con- 


cluded, wearily waving his hands to- 
Trnrfl« the rlty, "1 havp B'cret trotihlpo 
there." 


The volunteer regiments, which have 


•rrived here since the fighting ceased, 
•re standing the climate remarkably 
welJ.

hem. 
Tho'latter figure may seem rather 


urge, but if CO years of pills wore com- 
bined into one sphere it would have a, di- 
ameter of less than four inches and a cir- 
cumference of under one foot. 


It is not until wo make calculations re- 


garding the pill as a national delicacy 
that we arrive at any figures of inagni- 
;uiio, and then wo find that something 
like l,2SO,OuO pilis uro bwjilltmeu aiiuuul- 
ly. If those British pills weio put in a 
straight line, they would extend from 
London to Lucknow. 


The plying of the pills in a lengthy 


line of 5,050 miles would afford occupa- 
tion for a pair of idle hands during bl 
years, at tho end of which time the owner 
of the hands would probably find the task 
of laying down three pills every second 
during an eight hours' day somewhat 
monotonous. If, in place of putting them 
into an extended lino, we placed the pills 
in rows of 1,085 pills, and hating ar- 
ranged tho same number of rows as there 
were pills in a row as a base, wo could uso 
the rest of the pills in making 1,085 sim- 
ilar layers, the resultant cubo would have 
each of its dimensions rather more than 


feet.

The Special Ability Sometimes Shown by 


the Weakminded. 


Insaneipeople and maniacs frequently 


present neofllia and great artistic activity, 
and idiots frequently display Special apti- 
tudes in which they become superior to nor- 
mal men,some of them becoming true prod- 
igies, as is shown by Dr. Peterson in The 
Popular Science Monthly, October, 1896, 
especially in arithmetical and musical 
ability, with a particular inclination to 
imitate in models, drawings and pictures 
tho objects which they have before them. 


One of the most curious examples of 


this Is "Blind Tom," a pure blooded ne- 
gro born in Georgia in 1S40. Born blind 
he showed no intelligence, except for 
sounds. He could not speak a word, but 
ho could repeat any sound which he heard. 
Merely by the aid of sound he could re- 
peat Greek, Latin, German and English 
tests, however long after he had heard 
them recited, could play on the piano 
from memory any piece, however difficult 
to follow, and had learned by memory 500 
pieces of music. 


Among cases of extraordinary memory 


in idiots Morel cites a cretin who remem- 
bered tho date of the funerals of all the 
persons who had died in his parish witliin 
85 years, with the names of those who Srad 
taken part in these funerals. Morel also 
cites the case of an idiot who could not 
count up to 20, but who knew the names 
of all the saints in the calendar with dates 
of their respective feasts. 


As to the imitative faculty the most 


curious cases are cited. At tho asylum of 
Earlwood there was an idiot who con- 
structed a perfect model of a ship with all 
its more minute details. 
Geoffry Mind, a 


cretin who died in 1814, drew cats with so 
much skill that his drawings are preserved 
in all the leading museums of Europe. 
Gideon Buxtoii, tho famous lightning cal- 
culator, who died in 1702, was stupid, and 
Zerah Colburn, exhibited at the age of 6 
as a lightning calculator, could never learn 
anything. 
Ho had six toes and many 


characteristics of degeneracy. 
JJasn.li was 


absolutely a fool, and yet ho could multi- 
ply mentally numbers of ei^ht and ten 
fitrnres.—IjombroKo in Monist.

Law is made for man, and license 


laws are by no means exempt from 
this responsibility. He who would not 
insist upon the enforcement of law is 
not living up to his highest duties of 
citizenship. But in order to command 
enforcement, it is often necessary that 
the law be understood. 
The license 


commissioners have been condemned j 
for granting too many licenses, this 
being done, it is claimed, under a false 
interpretation of the law. 
Not until 


serious statements against them had 
been made was it suggested that the 
point in dispute be carried to the 
courts, to determine the question once 
for all. The first thing done was to in- 
terpret the law according to inexper- 
ienced opinion, and then to condemn 
the commissioners 
thereon. 


Unfortunately for this 
wholesale 


condemnation, 
it appeass that the 


commissioners here have internreted 
the law very much as do the state 
commissioners 
for Boston, who on 


doubtful points have the advice of the 
attorney-general. It appears, there- 
fore, somewhat hasty to accuse the 
local commissioners of wilful violation 
of the law, before the law was under- 
stood as interpreted by the highest 
authorities. It is most proper, if this 
interpretation is doubted, to have the 
matter settled by the courts, but until 
then, denunciations are out Of order. 


GOVERNING SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


The relation of the government of 


the United States to the Sandwich is 
lands now that annexation is achiev- 
ed, is not clearly understood by many. 
The laws of the late government will 
remain in force in these islands until 
superceded by such laws as congress 
may provide for them. In section 3 
of article 4 of the national constitution 
It is decreed that "the congress shall 
have power to dispose of and make 
needful rules and regulations respect- 
Intr tho territorv or other propprtv bp- 
loncriiig to the United States." 


In pursuant of its duty congress, in 


the annexation resolution, decrees that 
all the powers exercised by the pre- 
viously governing authorities of the is- 
lands "shall be vested In such person 
or persons and shall be exorcised in 
•uch manner as the President of the 
United States shall direct," until con- 
gress shall otherwise 
provide. This 


leaves the President in power until 
congress shall come together again in 
December, unless a special session is 
called.

written the words of "Robin Adair" and 
set them to tho old Irish tuno of "Eileen 
Aroon," which eho had learned from her 
lover. 


At length, however, lovo triumphed, 


and the pair wero united on Feb. 22, 1758. 
Within a few days Adair was appointed 
Inspector general of tho military hospitals, 
and, subsequently becoming a favorite of 
tho king, was mado surgeon general, 
king's sergeant surgeon and surgeon of 
Chelsea hospital. Ho died in 1790, leav- 
ing an only son, who entered the diplo- 
matic service and became tho Right Hon.

YELLOW FEVER MUST BE STAMPED 


OUT OF EXISTENCE IN CUBA. 


This Will Bo a Bl£ Job, but It Will Have 


to Bo UmlcrtttUcu by tho United States 
Soon After Peace It D*clur«d — ISx- 
Wentlier Alan Dunn. 


XKW YOHK, July is.— [Special.]— Be- 


cent cloplorablo ilovolopnicnts in Cuba 
bring homo to thinkiug men tho fact that 
one of this government's greatest tasks 
after the Pearl of tho Antilles shall have 
boon won by our sailors and soldiers will 
be tho stamping; out of yellow fovcr there. 
That this can bo done, despite tho firm 
hold tho diheaso has obtained in Cuba, ife 
not doubted for a moment by scientific 
men who have studied the fever and the 
conditions in which it thrives and is prop- 
agated, though the dillieulties of tho job 
will bo something tremendous, especially 
in tho oldor rities. 


It has been learned by experience in out 


own southern states, aequired during epi- 
demics of tho fever, that strict enforce- 
ment of tho rules of sanitation und clean- 
liness act as perfect preventives so far as 
original cases are concerned, though, o( 
course, they cannot more than mitigato 
conditions when tho disease comes as a 
visitor from some infected region. It will 
therefore be comparatively easy after a 
time to control, if not altogether to pre- 
vent, the scourge in a. large portion of tho 
island. 


The creation of rational sowcrago sys- 


tems will bo a powerful factor in this be- 
neficent work probably, though it mny bo 
found necessary to burn garbage and thor- 
oughly disinfect sewage in order to being 
about tho best results. These tilings will 
very likely havo to bo dono in all tho 
largo towns and, in addition, as has been 
stated many times by experts, some of tho 
older harbors, that of Havana among tho 
others, will havo to bo thoroughly cleaned. 


now Can tho Harbors Be Cleaned? 
The cleansing of Havana's harbor has 


been moored more than once, and it is un- 
derstood that an English company made 
the Spanish government a proposition to 
that end some years ago. 
As the story 


goes, the government was at first inclined 
to treat favorably with tho company, for, 
while Spain has ever been careless as to 
sanitary measures, sho has been tremen- 
dously chagrined by tho prevalence of yol- 
low fever in her West Indian possessions. 
The prico mentioned by tho English com- 
pany, however, was so large that no ar- 
rangement was entered into. 


Just how the company proposed to clean 


tho harbor has never been made public. It 
has been stated, however, that general 
plans thought to bo feasible wore perfect- 
ed, though tho details wero admittedly 
not worked out. To the lay mind tho only 
practicable plan for a thorough cleaning 
would be to lay tho bottom bare and re- 
move a thick layer of the filthy sewage set- 
tlings that havo been accumulating ever 
since the city was settled. 
But this plan 


must be dismissed, as a matter of course, 
since it would involve an almost unthink- 
able expense in the construction of coffer- 
dams, would close tho harbor all through 
the cleaning process and would probably 
result in a degree of mortality among tho 
men employed that would bo comparable 
only to that of the most deadly wars in all 
history. 


A modification of this plan which would 


not present the contingency of closing tho 
port would be to do the cleaning in sec- 
tions, isolating a part of tho harbor at a 
time by means of small dams. The diffi- 
culties of inordinate expense and probable 
mortality among tho workmen employed 
would not bo overcome by this plan, how- 
ever, and there is strong likelihood that 
exposing the harbor bottom would cause a 
yellow fever outbreak of appalling propor- 
tions in Havana and all the surrounding 
country. 


In all probability thorough and long 


continued aredging is the best possible 
plan, but manifestly no amount of harbor 
cleansing would be effective without tho 
introduction of a greatly improved sewer- 
age system and much better sanitary ap- 
pliances generally than are now common 
in tho Cuban capital. That the United 
States government will take hold of this 
matter without delay after the close of the 
war there can be no doubt, and the stamp- 
ing out of the disease will unquestionably 
mark the boglnning of a new era both in 
Cuba and in those parts of the mainland 
now subject to yellow fever epidemics by 
reason of their nearness to the fever's most 
deadly center of distribution. 


Elias B. Dunn. 


Tho recent row to which E. B. Dunn, now 


ex-United States weather observer for the 
city of New York and its vicinity, was one 
party and Willis L. Moore, tho department 
chief, tho other was by no means Dunn's 
first imbroglio. Ho is in appearance ono 
of the meekest, most self effacing men 
imaginable, but somehow he has managed 
to incur the displeasure of almost every de- 
partment chief under whom ho has served. 


Dunn himself holds — at least so his 


friends report — that all his troubles have 
arisen from tho fact that his name ifas ott- 
ener appeared in tho columns of the New 
York newspapers than tho names of his 
chiefs. On the other side it has invariably 
been asserted that Dunn's insubordination 
is a frightful thing and that ho is self 
seeking to a degree, assuming when talk 
ing to tho newspaper mon that ho is in 
effect the be all and end all of tho whole 
bureau. Probably tho strained conditions 
known for a long time to exist between 
Moore and Dunn havo been much intensi- 
fied by tho attitude of the newspaper men. 
To them the fact that Mooro has never 
thought sufficient publicity was given -to, 
the weather dispatches signed by his name 
has always seemed a humorous thing, and 
they have therefore studiously avoided ex- 
ploiting him for years, though, as they 
say, without the slightest complicity on 
tho part of Dunn. An9 no one who knows 
Dunn and his devotion to this city was in 
tho least surprised that ho should resign 
rather than go to the AVest Indies. 


Dunn's most serious row with tho Unit- 


ed States weather sages occurred while yet 
tho prediction business was in charge of 
the army signal corps. Lieutenant Finlcy, 
then an "indication officer" at Washing- 
ton and inspector of local offices, camo 
hero one day and failed to receive satis- 
factory military salutes from Dunn's sub- 
ordinates. This put him in a groat rage, 
and ho not only gave Dunn "rats" for an 
hour or two, but ho also pnt tho subordi- 
nates through a long and tedious drill in 
the making of salutes. 


He likewise found fault with tho office 


f^OTl^rrtlH'j ,nml 
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monnt to "do up" Dunn at Washington. 
But Finloy was not tho chief of tho de- 
partment, and Dunn staid. His recent row 
being with the chief, he had to submit or 
go. Ho is now to write about the weather 
daily for a big New York newspaper.

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Used In the James Kiver After the Fight 


at Seven Pines. 


The story of the first torpedo which, was 


invented and used by General Gabriel 
Bains during tho war with the Seminolo 
Indians, April, 1S40, ended in tho fighting 
of 1C soldiers, who had gone with Captain 
Rains to investigate tho cause of the ex- 
plosion, with somo 100 or more Indians, 
and among tho casualties the wounding 
of tho captain and his being carried to 
Fort King in tho arms of his men. 
An- 


other and second torpedo had been previ- 
ously placed at the post by him, and soon 
after the light 1,000 or moro troops were 
collected there, and ib became such a dread 
to the whole army that a soldier guard 
was put over it until Captain Bains was 
able to go and take it up. 


"Suppose," said ono officer to another 


high in rank, "that the captain had died 
of his wound. What would you have 
done?" "I thought," said the secondoffi- 
cer, ' 'of firing at it with a 9 pounder at a 
sal'o distance and thus knocking it to 
pieces." 


Tho occasion of his first submarine tor- 


pedo was as follows: Soon after the battle 
of Seven Pines General Lee, commanding, 
sent for General Rains and said to him: 
'•The enemy have upward of 100 vessels 
in the James river, and we think that they 
are about making an advance that way 
upon Richmond, and if there ie a man in 
the whole Southern Confederacy that can 
stop them you are that man. Will you 
undertake it?" 


"I will try," was tho answer, and, ob- 


serving that ironclads were invulnerable 
to cannon of all caliber used and were 
ronlly masters of rivers and harbors, it re- 
quired submarine inventions to checkmate 
and conquer them, so an order was issued 
forthwith putting General Gabriel Rains 
in charge of submarine defenses, and on 
James river bank, opposite to Drury's 
Bluff, his first submarine torpedo was 
made, tho primogenitor and precursor of 
all such inventions, now world renowned, 
as civilized nations havo each a torpedo 
corps.—Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle.

A very curious and beautiful letter was 


once written to President Lincoln that 
would certainly havo given him peculiar 
pleasure if he had read it, but he never 
did. This is how it was: In 18(53 some 
pirates from Peru captured and carried off 
somo natives from tho Marquesas islands 
hi the south sens. Ono of them was a son 
of a powerful chief, and the father made a 
vow that he would, for revenge, eat tho 
first white man who fell into his hands. 


A man named Whulan, tho first mate of 


a New Bedford whaling ship, was before 
many months captured by tho Marquesans. 
Ho it was who mu:4 furnish a feast for tho 
cannibal chief, but all tho people ho ruled 
over wore not cannibals. 
Among them 


was a nativo missionary from Hawaii 
named Kakela. Kakcla had just received 
a present of a boat from religious peoplo 
in Boston, a valuable six oared boat that 
he needed much in bis missionary work. 
He set about trying to save Mr. AVhalan's 
life, but tho chief would give him up only 
on one condition—that ho should have the 
new boat in exchange for tho captive. 
Kaknla bought him at that price and help- 
ed him to leave the islands. 


Tho story camo to President Lincoln's 


knowledge, and lie characteristically found 
timo to send a message and a present to 
tho poor south sea missionary. Kakela 
wrote a letter of thanks in return, whic£i 
closed with three sentences: ''As to this 
friendly deed of mine, ita seed was brought 
from your great hind by certain of your 
countrymen who had received the love of 
God. It was planted in Hawaii, and I 
brought it hero that these dark regions 
might receive the root of all that is good 
and true, which is love. How shall I re- 
pay your great kindness to me? Thus 
David asked of Jonathan and thus I ask 
of you, the president of the United Status. 
This is my only payment, that which I re- 
ceived from the Lord—'love.' May the 
love of Jesus Christ abound toward you 
till tho end of this terrible war in your 
land." 


Before the letter reached the White 


House President Lincoln had died.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 


A ECumane Engineer.

ble deed till he knows all its consequences, 
and tho merit of it is in not knowing 
them, all beforehand. 


An engineer of a passenger train on a 


Mississippi railroad was driving through 
a snowstorm, eagerly scanning the track 
as far as ho could see, when, half way 
through a deep cut, something appeared 
lying on tho rails.

Dutch Bale In Java. 


The natives of Java resemble very much

Boston, July IS.—"Stats rights, local 


self-government and individual liberty 
as against centralized federal despot- 
ism. That is the banner which will lead 
us to a victory of p^aco quite as glorious 
as that of war; and the first victory is 
,to be won here and now in Massachu- 
setts, where Republican centralization 
Is just as hard at work as it Is at V.'ash- 
Ington. Can we not sink our differences 
and unite our efforts in a cause as noble 
as has ever appealed to the people of the 
state?" This is the closing paragraph 
of an appeal to the Democracy of Mas- 
sachusetts.issued by Gamaliel Bradford, 
to subordinate everything to the ons 
issue of oriposi tion to the doctrine of ter- 
ritorial expansion. 


"The real object of the war," Mr. 


Bradford says, "is not the defeat of 
Spain, not the Independence of Cuba, 
nor even the conquest of territory. It 
is to keep the 
Republican party In 


power. After the Civil war, its object 
having been accomplished, the 
army 


was dismissed to private life, but with 
lightning rods thrust out Into the Pa- 
cific, whether at the Philippines or even 
in Hawaii, the cry will be raised that 
unless we have an army and a navy 
equal to those of Europe, we shall be 
constantly in danger, not only of attack, 
but of defeat. The appeal to patriotism 
and support of the government will be 
worked as successfully as it is now. We 
shall stand before the world in the much 
lauded position of having 'taken our 
place among the nations,' that is, those 
whose people exist only to support the 
fighting machines, and as with those 
peoples, the army and navy may be 
used for internal as well as external pur- 
poses. 
New York or Boston may be 


overawed with battleships, Chicago or 
St. Louis may be placed under military 
rule for alleged insubordination at the 
bidding of the rulers in Washington Just 
as well as in Havana, or Manila." 


He says that "from these evils the 


sole hope of escape lies in the Dem- 
ocratic party, that party whose policy 
and principles date from tha foundation 
of the republic, and which has now an 
opportunity, by checking excess, or ren- 
dering at least as great a service to 
the country and mankind as the Repub- 
licans Save ever done. A third party is 
an Impossibility. Even a party of peace 
canniit put forward principles of gov- 
ernment. Only the Democrats can taka 
the country out of this slough of de- 
epond. Already exPresident Cleveland 
and the Hon. William J. Bryan,differing 
in so much, have sounded the common, 
note of warning and resistance. The 
first thing to be done is to drop for th» 
time the question of currency. It is In 
no such desperate condition that it can- 
not wait at least a few years.

Revenue Rulings. 


Washington, July 18.—The commis- 


sioner of internal revenue has held that 
receipts used as checks to draw money 
from banks are subject to the stamp 
tax. 
It is 'said that several banks, in 


order to avoid the stamp tax, are ac- 
cepting receipts for cash, which, accord- 
ing to the letter of the law, are exempt. 
The commissioner, however, has de- 
cided that under the circumstances re- 
ceipts to all intents and purposes are 
chocks, and therefore must be stamped. 


In estimating the amount of special 


tax required to be paid by a bank, based 
as the law requires upon capital and 
surplus, the amount invested in United 
States bonds is not to be deducted. It is 
held that there is no provision of law 
which warrants such deduction inas- 
much as the tax is not upon the bonds, 
but upon the business of banking; the 
capital and surplus, which may include 
bonds, are taken as a basis for fixing: 
the amount of the tax.

-tombs of the old doges of Venice, for it is 
BO rich and heavy that it, resembles noth- 
ing so mucfc as the old Venetian point. 
This is frequently run with heavy corda

These lace pieces aro shaped to the skirt,

Panels and skirt 
"pieces" made of luseuil is very effectiva 
irfth its arabesques. This lace is made of

gowns have great straggling figures 
•wrought of this. It can be worked in so 
many designs that this is a boon to dress- 
makers. It ia produced in white, ivory 
and ecru. Any one of these laid over a 
thin fabric in a pretty design gives a beau- 
tiful effect. 
: Some gowns of veiling or other thin 
'•toft have flounces, and these are wrought 
with designs of flowers, arabesques, fes- 
toons or true lover's knots. Bruatels net 
also baa this loco wrought into all sorts of 
designs, and then the net is made into a 
4res» to bo worn over a slip of a different 
color, lavender being a great favorite, and 
straw, lemon or sulphur yellow being very 
pretty, too, for the slip.

life." ilany a captain who has stood on 
the bridge of tho steamer till his passen- 
gers got off and ho drowned, many an 
engineer who has kept his hand on the 
throttlo valve or his foot on the brake un- 
til the most of tho train was saved while 
ho wont dov.-n to death 
through the 


open drawbridge, many a fireman who 
plunged into a blazing house to get a 
sleeping child out, tho fireman sacrificing 
his life in tho attempt, and the thousands 
of martyrs who submitted to fiery stake 
and knife of massacre and headman's ax 
ajjd guillotine rather than surrender prin 
ciple, proving that in many a case my tost 
was not true when it says, "All that a 
man hath will ho give for his life."

Yea, there are those who deem 
life so precious they would like to repeat 
it. 
They would like to try it over again. 


They would like to go back from 70 to 60, 
from 60 to 50, from 60 to 40, from 40 to 
80 and from 30 to 20. I propose for very 
practical and useful purposes, as will ap- 
pear before I got through, to discuss tho 
question wo have all asked of others and 
others have again and again asked of us, 
Would you like to live your life over again? 


What Is Success? 


The fact is that no intelligent and right 


feeling man is satisfied with his past life. 
However successful your life may have 
been, you are not satisfied with it. 
What 


is success? Ask that question of a hun- 
dred different men, and they will give a 
hundred different answers. One man will 
say, "Success is $1,000,000." Another 
will say,'' Success is worldwide publicity.'' 
"Another will say, "Success is gaining 
that which you started for." But as it is 
a free country I give my own definition 
and say, ''Success is fulflllingthe particu- 
lar mission upon which you were sent, 
whether to write a constitution or invent- 
a-new style of wheelbarrow or take care 
of a sick child." Do what God calls you 
to do, and you are a success, whether you 
leave $1,000,000 at death or aro buried at 
public expense, whether it takes 15 pages 
of an encyclopedia to tell the wonderful 
things you have done or your name is 
never printed but once, and that in tho 
death column. But, whatever your success 
has been, you are not satisfied with your 
life. 


Wo have all made so many mistakes, 


stumbled into so many blunders, said so 
many things that ought not to have been 
said and done so many things that ought 
not to have been done that we can suggest 
at least 95 per cent of improvement. Now, 
would it not bo grand if tho good Lord 
would say to you: "You can go back and 
try it over again. I will by a word turn 
your hair to black or brown or golden, and 
smooth all tho wrinkles out of your tem- 
ple or check, and take the bond out of 
your shoulders, and extirpate the stiffness 
from the joint, and the rheumatic twinge 
from the foot, and you shall be 21 years of 
ago and just what you were when you 
reached that point before.''

Besides that, if you took lifo ovor again 


you would have to take its deep sadnesses 
ovor again. 
Would you want to try again 


tho griefs, and tho heartbreaks, and tho 
bereavements through which you have 
gone? What a morcv that we shall never 
be called to suffer them again 1 Wo may 
havo others bad enough, but those old 
ones never again.

of the United States. These mirrors mush 
bo made with the utmost nicety, and tha 
work is such that it is not easy to hurry 
it. It requires at leasb a week with pres- 
ent facilities to complete a mirror in tha 
best style of the art. 
The glass, whichj 


must be of extreme fineness and purity, ia>' 
molded into' the proper form. It is in. 
reality a concavo lens with a becking of 
silver nnd protection of the finest hard- 
ened vulcanite. 


Tho operations of grinding and polish- 


ing must be conducted on the most scien- 
tific principles to produce perfect results. 
There is neither guesswork nor question.- 
about it. 
The preparing of the arc lights 


is relatively easy when onco the mirror i* 
ready. The first searchlight mirrors wer» 
made in 1SS1 in England. 
Franco and' 


Germany took tip the business later, and 
a imijTiry of the best work is done iifc 
theso two countries. 
It is possible, how- 


ever, to turn out perfectly satisfactory 
mirrors from our own shops. Our fortifl-; 
cations are at present most imperfectly- 
equipped, verj- few of thorn having any 
facilities for producing searchlights. In. 
almost all of them a dynamo must be sed 
up. This, however, is not difficult, the 
business having been reduced to such ;v 
fine art that within three or four months 
every fortification in the country could b» 
furnished with theso very necessary ad« 
juncts.—Now York Ledger.

SUPREME IN THE 


GREAT 


ATHLETIC WORLD,

Some years ago baseball managers all 


over the country looked upon physically 
large men tts the only sort of timber 
from which to secure recruits for their 
teams. Small men were regarded with 
suspicion, and it was only after a very 
conclusive demonstration of superiority 
over their bulkier rivals that they could 
hope to secure positions on a team. 
Some of the hustling managers discov- 
ered that there -nas something more in 
the game than the mere hitting of the 
ball, and as soon as this came about 
there followed the passing of the giants, 
who were some of them too big to get 
out of their own way. The real stars 
of the game today are bslaw the aver- 
age in weight and height rather than 
above it. 
The same opinion as regards size used 


to prevail in almost every other athletic 
sport, and it is only recently that man- 
agers of teams and other close students 
of sports have begun to recognize the 
fact that men of modest stature are 
best fitted for contests in the athletic 
field. 


Of course there are places which large 


men are specially fitted for in athletic 
games. For instance, those who cover 
the first base are as a rule tall, strap- 
ping fellows, but generally speaking the 
size of the players now seen on the dia- 
mond compared with those of ten years 
back shows a decided preference for 
men of normal size. What chance would 
"Tot" Murphy, the old Yale player and 
captain who later played professionally 
on the New York team, have stood of 
getting an opportunity to show what he 
was capable of in the old baseball days? 


The same thing is also true with re- 


gard to bicycle riders, particularly the 
middle and long distance racers. A con- 
test between Jirnmy Michael and Frank 
Etarbuck looks like a struggle between 
a giant and a liUiputian. There are, of 
course, large men in the ranks of the 
racing cyclists, among them Sanger, the 
Milwaukee phenomenon, and Kaser, the 
giant champion of Switzerland, but 
they are greatly outnumbered by such 
little fellows as Michael and "Major" 
Taylor, the colored rider, who, while 
strong and 
muscular, 
is small of 


stature. Edouard Taylore, the French- 
man, weighs less than 125 pounds; 
Chase, the Englishman who came over 
to the United States last fall to race 
Michael, is even smaller than Taylore; 
Platt-Betts, who recently made the mile 
flying start record of 1:35 at the Crystal 
palace track near London, is very small, 
but for all that he is regarded as one of 
the fastest riders in England. 


The fact that all these little fellows 


are such excellent wheelmen in paced 
races is accounted for by the explana- 
tion that they carry no superfluous 
fiesh and that their small stature al- 
lows them to get all the benefit of the 
pacing n\achines in front in the matter 
of shielding them from the wind. 


Among the runners and athletes of 


the cinder path and field events gener- 
ally the same rule as regards small 
men will be found to hold. Of course 
weight putters and hammer throwers 
are large men, but the most famous 
'runners and jumpers of recent years 
bave been small. It is not infrequent at 


athletic meets to hear women and even 
men \s ho are present at such an affair 
for the first time express surprise at 
the small size and thinness of the ma- 
jority of the competitors. They expect- 
ed to ace only men of great brawn and 
muscle exhibiting their prowess. 


Willie Day, whose records in many 


cases still stand, when dressed in citi- 
zen's clothes looked very thin and not 
at all of the ideal build for probably the I 
best long distance runner that ever I 
lived. Tommy Conneff is a midget, and 
George Orton, J.H.Rush, J. H. Maybury i 
and B. J. Wefers are all small men, but ' 
in the matter of fast running no stron- 
ger combination of fleet sprinters ever ' 
existed than the last three. 
! 


Perhaps in boxing more than in any 


other form of athletic exercise did the 
fallacy obtain that weight and bulk 
were needed in a champion. However, 
the advent of Robert Fitzsimmons and 
George Dixon, the clever little colored 
boxer, dispelled these ideas forever. 
Fitzsimmons is built on a plan contrary 
to all the rules by which heavyweights 
were supposed to be judged if they as- 
pired to championship honors, yet this 
ex-Australian has proved himself a 
world beater. Dixon is a small man, but 
many a larger one has fallen through 
his prowess with his fists. 


The wonderful victories of the Cornell 


university oarsmen last summer on the 
Hudson river at Poughkeepsie proved 
to the rowing world the correctness of 
Coach Courtney's contention that skill 
and expertness count for more than beef 
and brawn. The wearers of the red and 
white were all comparatively small men 
in those two historic races, yet they 
easily overmatched the 
heavyweight 


representatives of the four other Amer- 
ican universities. If any more evidence 
were needed in support of this theory, 
their easy victory again this year would 
supply it in overwhelming manner. 
Their defeat by Pennsylvania at Sara- 
toga lake can hardly be taken into ac- 
count, for the crew was badly out of 
ondition, some of the men being really 


ill. 


At football the coaches of the big col- 


lege teams in old times used always to 
pick out the largest men for positions 
on the elevens, whether they could play 
the game or kick the ball or neither. To 
a great' extent this tradition still pre- 
vails, but during the last fe\v years 
many small fellows have shown that 
the quarter back Is not the only man on 
the team who may be small, and, as in 
baseball, head play and the ability to 
run and dodge are regarded much more 
highly than they used to be when 
weight and strength were the prime 
and only prerequisites. 
Among the 


small football players Suter of Prince- 
ton and the famous Yale varsity man 
De Saulles, who made such a splendid 
record last fall, stand out pre-eminent- 
ly, though many others might be men- 
tioned. De Saulles, by the way, is a 
member of the champion Yale baseball 
team this season.

An interesting letter was received 


this morning from a member of Com- 
pany M. written to his parents, which 
will show the soldier's story of the 
battle of Santiago better than any 
press dispatches. It is dated July 5, 
from 
the brow of a hill overlooking 


the city. The following are extracts: 


I take this opportunity in writing, 


and thank God we are still alive and 
well. 
Well, we have been 
through 


two battles and are hoping that there 
will be no more fighting. We had our 
first battle Friday and Company M 
was on the firing line a few minutes 
after the fight began and Capt. Hicks 
will always feel proud of his boys, for 
they fought like warriors for hours. 
When they began to bring the wound- 
ed and dead to the rear, I was anx- 
iously watching for a dear face that 
I cared not to see, but when the town 
of SanJuan 
was taken after an all 


days hard fight, the 
boys, 
all that 


were left of them, marched back to 
where I was guarding their things- 


I tell you they were 
a tired and 


dirty looking set, but they had helped 
to win the day and outside of the sor- 
row of losing some of our boys they 
were all feeling very joyful. 
We had 


five shot in our company, but none 
were hurt very bad and all are get- 
ting along finely. 


That night at 7 o'clock, after leav- 


ing a guard in the town we started on 
a march 
to reinforce the troops at 


Santiago, where the battle had been 
raging fierce all that day and found 
that they had had a hard time, but 
were driving the Spaniards back but 
had lost a lot of men. They say there 
were 
about 
a 
thousand Spaniards 


killed in the battle we were in, and 
only 40 on our side. 


We started in shortly after reach- 


ing- the fighting line and it lasted all 
that night and next day when a flag 
of truce was thrown up and an armis- 
tice of 24 hours was granted them to 
surrender. 
When the time was up 


they pulled down the flag, but asked 
for more time and the time will soon 
be up and everything looks like a sur- 
render. 


We are stretched along the hills all 


around the city, and have been work- 
ing hard all day digging trenches and 
breastworks to be ready if they didn't 
give up, and Sampson is already to 
come into the harbor, as he has de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet and will blow j 
tfie city out of existence, but I -ness | 
they have had enough and will r-'vc j 
up. I would like to tell you all the ncv- i 
but have not the paper to spare, so 
will have to wait till I get a better 
chance. 


We are all in the best of health and 


hope you are all well. If the devils 
don't give up tomorrow they will never 
live to tell the tale, for we have about 
25,000 soldiers and four heavy batteries 
on the hills and Sampson in the har- 
bor. The city will be destroyed in 
short time. The outlook now is that 
they will give in and if they do we wli: 
march through the streets of Santiago 
the 6th of July. I hope you all en- 
joyed the Fourth, for we had a little 
celebration of our own, for Captain 
Hicks had the good luck to get some 
tobacco and a box of prunes, and each 
man had a iittle tobacco and three 
prunes each. Quite a treat, wasn't it?

A PROMPT ANSWER WANTED 


Rev. F. A. Taylor Urges License Com- 


missioners to Reply Quickly. 


Rev F. A. Taylor took up the license 


Question at the Universallst church 
Sunday morning, preaching 
on 
the 


subject, "The Function of Law." His 
text was the question, "Is not the life 
more than meat?" which he applied to 
the statement 
that 
illegal licenses 


were granted for the : ake of the rev- 
enue from them. Mr. Vaylor did not 
attack the license commissioners di- 
rectly, appealing to them instead to 
answer tjie complaint that had been 
made from the churches, either show- 
ing the legality of their interpretation 
of the law or correcting it by revoking 
five of the licenses. 


Mr. Taylor claimed at first that the 


license commissioners had done wrong, 
but later admitted the possibility of a 
ipRal authority for the interpretation 
sivc-n ihe law by them, not attempting 
to prove that they had acted unlaw- 
fully in granting too many places. 
But he urged them, if they had an 
•"qilanation to make of their interpre- 
tation, to do so before it was taken for 
granted that they had none. He stated 
the Dosition of those who recently 
met from the different churches to con- 
sider the question, saying that if the 
commissioners "fail to take advantage 
of this opportunity as they have al- 
ready been requested to do by petition 
from representatives of the churches 
and prominent citizens who are inter- 
ested In the just observance of the law, 
then an appeal must be made to law 
that in open hearing before the court 
it may be determined what the law is, 
and the rights of all parties be se- 
cured." 


He introduced his sermon with the 


statement that he was not antagoniz- 
ing any methods in dealing with the 
temperance question, but to call for 
obseivance and enforcement of law. 
"No man," he said, "stands opposed to 
that except through his own supposed 
self-interest 
or 
through 
deliberate 


wickedness." 


In stating- the law he said that "there 


shall be granted a license to one place 
and no more for every thousand in- 
habitants, reckoning from 
the 
last 


state or national census, provided that 
certain conditions are complied with." 
If the license commissioners do not 
see that licenses are granted and busi- 
ness conducted in accordance with the 
law they are infringing upon the rights 
of the people of this city and are liable 
to the penalty of the law. "It seems 
that in this city they have not. What 
are we going to do about it? It is 
claimed, and the claim has not been re- 
futed, that there are five more places 
handling and selling liquors in this 
city than by right there ought to be 
under the law, and in so far the rights 
of the people have been tampered with 
and the law of the state violated." 


That the matter may be decided, it 


is in order to hear from the license 
commissioners, he said. "If the claims 
which are made are unjust, if the law 
has been correctly interpreted by them, 
and the proper number of licenses have 
V"i"p. granted, then the commissioners 
!..,ve done their duty and the people 
have no claim upon them." 


Mr. Taylor then spoke of the screen 


law to which the saloonmen had con- 
formed since the agitation was begun, 
and appealed to public sentiment to 
make it necessary for the license com- 
missioners to make an equally prompt 
answer on the question under discus- 
sion. The sermon closed with an ar- 
gument in favor of no-license, as being 
the only remedy for the trouble which 
is now caused by the liquor business.

DALTON VOLUNTEER KILLED 


At Santiago. Was Beside P. J. O'Brien 


of This City. 


Richard Bowling, 23, son of Michael 


Bowling of Dalton, was killed in the 
battle of Santiago July 1. A letter 
was received Saturday morning from 
his comrade, P. J. O'Brien of this city, 
who was wounded at the same time, 
but 
Bowling's 
wounds 
were fatal, 


while O'Brien is recovering in a hos- 
pital. As soon as he was able, by re- 
quest of Bowling, he wrote the news 
to his parents. 


Bowling and O'Brien were hidden in 


brush after being wounded, and a day 
elapsed 
before 
they 
were 
found. 


Bowling was buried on the field of ac- 
tion and his grave properly marked. 
He was in the 13th United States in- 
fantry, enlisting about two years ago. 
He was a good soldier, having plenty 
of grit and courage. He is the second 
Balton man to lay down his life for 
his country in this war. 


Bennis O'Brien, a brother of the 


wounded volunteer, received an inter- 
esting letter from him yesterday, de- 
scribing the terrible waiting in the 
trenches, when the wounded were left 
uncared for 
for 
many hours. 
Mr. 


O'Brien was shot through the legs, and 
was side by side with Bowling in a 
trench where were many of the wound- 
ed and dying.
